Joint Boards Discuss

A solution of the salary increase 
problem for all town employees 
will be sought next Tuesday eve- 
ning, when the Board of Public 
Works, the selectmen, school com- 
mittee and finance committee will 
hold a joint session in the town 
house. 


The meeting has been requested 
by the school committee because 
of the bonus asked two weeks ago 
by the Andover Public School 
Teachers association, and the pre- 
vious increase asked by the school 
janitors. The town counsel has de- 
cided that it will be legal to grant 
an increase, despite wage ceilings. 

Calling a meeting was deter- 
mined on after the committee had 
sat two hours in special session 
last Friday evening to consider the 
salary question. William A. 
Doherty presided as senior mem- 
ber in the absence of Chairman 
Frederick C. Smith, who is still ill 
at his home. All other members 
were present with the exception of 
John M. MacKenzie.

Mr. Shepard, after serving on the 
board of selectmen for eight years, 
during the last five of which he was 
chairman of the board, entered 
Coast Guard service in the fall of 
1941, being honorably discharged 
early this year. He heads the Wat- 
son-Park company in Lowell Junc- 
tion. 

He has always had an active in- 
terest in fire department work, and, 
while in the Coast Guard, directed 
the services of Guardsmen at the 
scene of the Cocoanut Grove and 
Firestone conflagrations.

Volunteer donors are requested 
to telephone the Andover Red 
Cross now, anytime between 9 and 
6, to make their appointments to 
donate blood. The telephone num- 
ber is 1496. Appointments must be 
made in advance so that the mobile 
unit will be able to work at full ca- 
pacity. 

The unit will be set up in the 
South church. After the blood is 
collected here, it will be shipped in 
nefrigerated containers to a pro- 
cessing laboratory, where it will be 
extracted under direct Army con- 
tract. 

Right now, due to the prevalence 
of illness and the rush of the holi- 
day season, Andover people are 
delaying their calls to the chapter 
house to make their appointments, 
according to Mrs. Hughes. The unit 
will be able to handle its quota of 
1250 only if appointments are made 
early, and therefore prospective 
donors are asked to enroll prompt- 


ly.

The Perfect 
Christmas Gift 


“Give a pint of your blood to a 
wounded soldier — the perfect 
gift!” That slogan, which has 
found wide favor across the coun- 
try, ought to find special support 
here in Andover because of the 
approaching visit of the Red Cross 
Mobile Blood Donor Unit. 


We all want to do our utmost for 
the servicemen this Christmas, for 
assuredly they are doing their ut- 
most for us. Some of them have 
offered untold sacrifices, of health 
or of life itself, to preserve the se- 
curity of their own home town. It 
is up to the people of the home 
town to demonstrate that they are 
solidly behind their own sons in 
uniform. 


Cigarettes, candy, sweaters, even 
war bonds, are all right in their 
way, as a pledge of the civilian’s 
renewed faith in his fighting rep- 
resentative. But of what use are 
money or trinkets to a man whose 
life hangs in the balance? Life it- 
self is then the most precious gift 
to him; and when it is in our pow- 
er to give him life, why should we 
hesitate? 


Perhaps you think that blood 
plasma is not as important as all 
that? Listen, then, to Rear Ad- 
miral Ross T. McIntyre, surgeon- 
general of the United States Navy, 
who states flatly that only one per- 
cent of the Navy personnel wound- 
ed in the South Pacific died from 
their wounds, thanks in a large 
part to plasma. 

In the first World War too—and 
there were several Andover boys 
who may have lost their lives 
needlessly in that holocaust—there 
was high mortality among the cas- 
ualties, very often because there 
was not sufficient blood for life- 
saving transfusions. 

It goes without question that 
Andover residents will want to 
give the most precious gift, life, to 
an American hero, but it is typical 
of human nature that hundreds of 
them will put it off, forget about 
it, and eventually not give at all. 
After all, “we have a lot on our 
minds at Christmas”. 

But the bother of making an ap- 
pointment for a donation is so 
small, the value of the gift so 
great, that surely no one should 
hesitate to sign up for a blood do- 
nation. It’s simply a matter of tel- 
ephoning 1496 and naming the day 
and time, After that, it’s only nec- 
essary to keep the appointment. 

How many appointments are 
wanted?—1250; that’s a fourth 
more than the number who gave 
blood here last Spring. How are 
appointments made?—by telephon- 
ing the Red Cross headquarters at 
1496 any weekday between 9 and 6. 
Where will the unit be set up?—ati 
the South church, easily accessible 
to everyone. Who may donate?— 
anyone between 18 and 60, with the 
proviso that those between 18 and 
21 must fill out a parents’ consent 
form; and anyone who has not 
given their blood within the last 
eight weeks, or more than five 
times this year.

Don’t you 
think you’ll feel better tomorrow 
evening, as you sit with your fam- 
ily in a comfortable room and con- 
sider all the good things that are 
yours by the strength of our young 
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men—won’t you feel better if you 
know ‘that your appointment is in 
the Red Cross book, and that the 
blood now flowing in your veins 
may sometime enter the body of a 
dying serviceman, and bring him 
back to the comforts and joys you 
are enjoying even now?

Every day the Townsman mail- 
box contains a large manila envel- 
ope, addressed from the War De- 
partment, containing lengthy lists 
of names and addresses. The names 
are those of Army personnel killed, 
wounded and missing in action; the 
addresses are those of the next-of- 
kin. Every day the lists contain 
hundreds of names, for only one 
list is made out, and a copy is sent 
to every newspaper in the country. 

Naturally it makes dismal read- 
ing, and the whole subject is a dis- 
mal one around Christmas time, 
when everyone should by right be 
light-hearted and gay, That’s why 
we feel pretty good when a shorter 
list comes along, headed “Pleose 
delete the following’ and followed 
by a list of names. “Delete the 
following” means that a _ soldier 
previously reported missing, dead 
or wounded has been found to be 
alive and safe. Walker Lindsay and 
Buddy Blamire, for instance, have 
been among the War Department’s 
“deletions.” 

Well, here it is Christmas again, 
and we’ve been on the lookout for 
the deletions especially in glancing 
over the long casualty lists this 
week. The only one so far is: 
“MASSACHUSETTS — Pacheco, 
Staff Sgt. Antone L.—Mrs. Mary 
Pacheco, Mother, 2 Mineral St., 
Taunton”. So, in behalf of all An- 
dover mothers as well as ourselves, 
we want to congratulate Mrs. 
Pacheco on the safety of her boy 
Antone, found in the height of the 
holy season, and we only wish that 
all service mothers could be sure 
of as happy a Christmas as Mrs. 
Pacheco will enjoy.

So much for serious thoughts this 
week. It often seems a pity, to us, 
that Christmas and New Year’s 
must come within a week of each 
other.

Local Police Don Disguises To Nab Pair Accused Of 
Stealing Two Automobiles And Tires On Main Street 


grand jury. Since neither was able 
to put up bail of $5,000, they will 
be detained in the House of Correc- 
tion until their cases come to trial 
about January 10. 


The police were fully prepared 
for a struggle in capturing the two 
men; Officer Gillespie was armed 
with the seldom-used riot gun, and 
Fire Chief C. Edward Buchan’s car, 
which ig faster than the police ve- 
hicles, stood by in case of need in 
a chase. 


The arrests took place about 11:15 
Saturday morning, and were wit- 
nessed by a large number of week- 
end shoppers. About that time, a 
car stopped on Main street opposite 
the postoffice. Bixby and Pinto got 
out and went across the street and 
were calmly preparing to enter a 
large Cadillac sedan there when the 
police closed in. 


The thefts occasioning the inves- 
tigation were of cars belonging to 
Ann Walsh, Lawrence, December 4, 
and to Atty. Arthur Sweeney of 
Central street on December 11. 
Both cars were taken from the ap- 
proximate spot where Saturday’s 
arrests were made, and both were 
later found abandoned and stripped 
in deep woods in North Andover. 

The police also learned, after in- 
tensive questioning, that the car in 
which the young men had come to 
Andover wag itself stolen, and be- 
longed to a selectman in Amesbury. 
Several similar thefts are being in- 
vestigated to see if they are trace- 
able to the same agency. 

In appreciation for a sparkling 
exhibition of police work, the Board 
of Selectmen has written a letter 
to Chief Dane reading as follows: 

“The Board of Selectmen feels 
that the Police Department is to be 
highly commended for the capture 
of the automobile thieves on Satur- 
day, December 18, 1943. Will you 
please extend our congratulations 
to all those members of the depart- 
ment who cooperated so well in 
the planning and execution of this 
clever piece of police work.” 


Urge Saving Paper 
After Christmas Use 

Andover citizens, especially dur- 
ing the holidays, are asked to re- 
member the shortage of waste pa- 
per, and to continue to save every 
bit of it. 

Particular emphasis is placed on 
the acute shortage of heavy brown 
cartons and corrugated paper used 
to wrap so many holiday parcels. 
Householders are asked to keep 
these separate, after flattening out 
and tying securely in bundles about 
12 inches high. 

The paper board mills report that 
this type of paper is of the utmost 
importance in the increasing need 
for manufacturing more shell con- 
tainers, medical kits, food contain- 
ers and other military items that 
go overseas and are not returned. 

Newspapers and magazines are 
also needed, and the salvage com- 
mittee requests all householders to 
bundle them separately and tie 
them with a stout cord. Another 
house to house collection will be 
held before long.
